EFFECT ON LOANS. 


Peking,’ Jan. 3.~The Maritime 
Customs Revenue for 1923 waa 
Haikuan Taels 63,378,000, which 


at an average exchange of 3/5%. 
/equals sterling of £11,025,100. It 


will be noted that -althoagh the 
effective five per cent. import 
tariff has been enforced practical-

increased by only 4,744,000 taels

The Philippines, 


After-the heated controversy of 
some time back, the burning 
question of Philippines  in- 
dependence—coupled with “a 
demand from certain Filipino 
politicians for the recall to the 
U.S.A. of Governor-General 
Wood —bas been suffered to fade 
into the background of the 
newspaper reader's outlook, but 
an accasional paragraph has 
served “to remind one that the 
dispute has not. by any .means 
been shelved. There appeared to, 
be some difficulty recently about 
the choosing of a delegation to 
President Coolidge, a Manila 
paper asserting that whilst many 
prominent Filipinos were to the 
fore in agitating for independence 
they were shy of doing the 
journey to America to lay the 
case fcr the Islands before the 
Administration at Washington. 
Unfortunately for the aspirations 
of these home-rulers, their ranks 
have not been united, and mutral 
recriminations have occasionally 
taken the place of ordered debate. 
| However, the case for the Philip- 
pines has been brought to the 
notice of the fair-minded people 
of the United States, and the 
Filipinos can be assured of a 
proper hearing. A message 
published to-day revives interest 
in the subject by, stating that the 
controversy is absorbing the 
attention of Congress and “excit- 
ing much comment. It is report- 
ed that amongst the plans sug- 
gested for regulating the - status 
of the Islands is one favouring 
dominion government as in 
Canada. As‘an unbiassed and 
absolutely impartial observer, the 
writer of this comment, is.-of 
opinion that some sich’ ‘arrange- 
ment'is sure to.prove the ultimate 
solution.

The lights 
have been covered with red and 
white paper and, doubtless, when 
the halls ‘are lighted the effect 
will be quite pleasing. In St. 
Andrew's Hall is a large painting 
of St. George, whilst in St. 
George's Hall the big picture of 
the late Queen Victoria is 
draped with huge flags of St 
George. The ante-roams~* have 
also beer’ pleasingly transformed, 
the predominant colours being 
red and white. 

Perbaps the most effective 
item in the decorations is the} 
passageway leading from the 
main stairs to the official supper 
table.

, Stacions at which ricksh#s could 
wait for hire, But this regulation 
has been easily evadad by coalies 
often leaving the places. assigned 

soto them and pulling their vehicles 
along the streots whilst touting 
for fares. The consequence has 
beon an ovon greater traffic con- 
Restion, and ‘one weok recently 

-the ‘traffic “copa” took ant no 
fewer than seven hundred sum- 
monses “against these coolies. 
The authorities have now at- 
tempted to deal with the situa- 
tion by withdrawing licenses 
from ‘ confirmed offenders, 
thus helping to solve the problem 
by a reduction in ‘the number of 
tickshas plying for public hire, 

. * 8 

Needless ta say, the ricksha 
farmers, whose interests are 
affected, have lodged an appeal 
against the measure, pointing 
chiefly to the hardships imposed 
on the coolies thus thrown out of 
employment. At first sight, the 
ricksha farmers appear to have a 
good case, but a cioser enquiry 
“into the circumstances under 
* which the majority of the cooljes 
get employment by the 
farmers will give a truer pre- 
spective to the position. [nm the 
first place, these coolies,, baing 
‘taken into employment-on the 
farming system, there will be 
mo great harm in taking away 
a few from ao calling which 
admittedly has become over- 
crowded. The remainder will be 
the ones to derive benefit from the 
step, though it may mean some 
curtailment of the revenuc 
for the farmers by reason of the 
fact that fewer of their rickshas 
will be Teased out.

“The thin red line” what was 
the origin of the phrase? It is 
generally credited to William 
Howard Russell in his account of 
Balactava in the: Timex in ISS; 
but Mr. J. B. Atkins has been 
Pointing out that this impression 
is not quite correct) When I 
wrote the Life of Sir William 
Russell (he writes} I was interest- 
ed to tind that there had been a 
good deal of discussion about this 
phrase “thin red line” in “Notes 
and Queries and elsewhere. The 
factS are these. Russell in des" 
cribing the charge of the Russian 
cavalry against the -93rd 
Highlanders ‘in his letter 
dated October 25,.. 1854, 
wrote :—The ground flies beneath 
their horses feet: gathering 
speed at every stride, they dash 
on towards that thin red streak 
tipped. with a tine cf 
steel.” In the Trmex “tipped” was 
printed “topped.” Russel! revis- 
ed his Crimean letters several 
times for various editions. In one 
of these revisions the original 
phrase became “shin red line 
tipped with steel.” So I find ir 
in the edition of 1877. In that 
edition the words are printed in 
italies -& fact which surprised 
Russell when it was pointed out 
to him. Perhaps’ the printer, 
recognizing that sumetronble had. 
been spent on the phrase, thought 
shat Russell would like the 
emphasis Russell was not a.
